THE  liEWS. 

The  intelligence  brought  jreatsrday  by 
the  Sierra  Nevada  it  unnraally  exciting. 
Three  severe  battles,  it  would  appear,  have 
been  (ought  at  different  points.  On  the  15th 
ultimo  a  heavy  engagement  took  place  be- 
tween a  portion  ot  Sherman's  army  and 
Hardee's  forces  at  Overysboro,  or  rather 
Averyaboro,  on  the  Cape  Pear  rivBr,  about 
twenty  miles  north  of  Fayetteville.  The  only 
acoouata  of  the  fight  are  from  Southern 
sources.  The  Richmond  papers  announce 
the  result  as  a  great  viotory  for  Hardee,  and 
put  down  the  Federal  loaa  at  3,300,  and  that 
of  the  Confederates  at  450.  The  disparity 
of  the  losses  is  no  doubt  exaggerated,  but  we 
can  easily  understand  that  the  Federals 
suffered  more  severely  than  their  opponents. 
It  was  the  policy  of  Johnston,  the  Southern 
commander,  as  stated  in  the  despatch,  to 
concentrate  the  Confederate  forces  and  burl 
them  on  one  or  other  of  the  wings  of  Sher- 
man's army  before  that  general  oould  effect  a 
junotion  with  Schofield.  With  all  the  ad- 
vantages, however,  attached  to  the  Confede- 
rate position,  there  was  little  disposition  to 
assume  the  offensive,  and  Sherman's  left  wing 
had  advanced  as  far  as  Averysboro,  before 
anything  like  a  fighting  policy  was  indicated

dee,  in  strong  force,  had  taken  up  a  position 
on  Cape  Fear  River  ;  and  it  was  in  foroing 
this  position  that  Sherman  lost  so  heavily  in 
men.  The  river  was  ultimately  crossed,  and 
Hardee  retreated,  leaving  Sherman's  left  wing 
still  pressing  on  towards  Goldaboro.  On  the 
19th  Sherman  bad  advanced  on  Bentonville, 
twenty  miles  beyond  Avery sboro  and  about 
Halfway  to  Ooldsboro.  Here  his  forces  en- 
countered the  enemy  under  Johnston,  and 
another  heavy  battle  ensued,  which  is  olaimed 
as  a  victory  by  the  Confederates.  Like  the 
victory  at  Averysboro,  bowover,  it  did  not 
seem  to  disarrange  Sherman's  plans,  for  we 
find  him  still  advancing  until  he  at  length 
formed  the  desired  junction  with  Schofield. 
In  the  meantime  the  right  wing  advanced 
from  Fayetteville  on  the  waggon  road  that 
connects  that  town  with  the  Wilmington  and 
Goldaboro  railway.  The  distance  between 
the  two  wings  was  about  twenty  miles.  The 
right  wing  was  lass  liable  to  molestation  than 
the  left ;  for  Terry's  foroes  were  marching  on 
the  Wilmington  line  of  railway  and  would  be 
likely  at  short  notice  to  form  a  junction  with 
Sherman,  On  the  21st  the  right  wing  ct 
in  contact  with  the  Confederates  at  Mount 
Olive,  on  the  line  of  railway  about  ten 
miles  south  of  Ooldsboro.  The  fighting  was 
of  short  duration,  however,  for  on  the  same 
day  Schofield  on  the  Newborn  line  had 
entered  Goldaboro,  and  the  Confederate 
foroes  were  theiefore  flanked,  necessitating 
on  their  part  a  rapid  retreat  towards  Raleigh, 
Sherman's  right  wing  then  opened  commu 
nioation  with  Schofield  and  Terry,  and  his 
left  marched  on  Smithfield  almost  half-way 
between  Goldaboro  and  Raleigh.  The  latter 
place,  the  eapital  of  the  State,  was  expected 
to  make  bnt  short  resistance.  In  this  lost 
effort  at  the  converging  lines  the  Federals  have 
been  signally  successful,  and  show  what  strides 
they  have  made  in  military  movements  since 
the  blunder  at  Pittsburg  Landing.  Sherman 
starts  from  Charleston,  and  travels  over  three 
hundred  miles  through  the  enemy's  country, 
before  be  caa  form  a  junction  with  the  Fed 
eral  foroes  in  North  Carolina.  It  is  arranged, 
however,  that  Schofield  shall  advanoe  from 
Newborn  in  a  north-westerly  coaree.and  meet 
him  at  Goldaboro,  seventy-two  miles  from 
Newborn,  and  that  Terry  shall  push  eighty- 
four  miles  northward  from  Wilmington,  and 
form  a  junction  at  the  same  place.  Despite 
several  pitched  battles,  and  numberless  skir- 
mishes, the  converging  forces  meet  at  the 
place  and  almost  at  the  time  appoint  ed,  after 
having  swept  like  a  tornado  over  the  best 
portions  of  the  Carolines.  This  last  evidence 
of  Sherman's  power  of  combination  and  cxe 
outlon  would,  in  the  absence  of  every  other 
claim,  stamp  him  as  one  of  the  greatest  gen- 
erals of  the  age. 

While  Sherman,  with  tbe  united  forces  of 
Schofield  and  Terry,  is  marching  with  the 
strides  and  power  of  a  giant  north,  Grant  has 
been  putting  a  finishing  stroke,  by  all  ac- 
counts, to  the  Virginian  campaign.  Tbe 
Southern  capital,  it  is  said,  is  taksn 
*  Grant,  after  four  days'  bard  fighting,  had 
sicoeeded  in  capturing  Richmond."  Such  is 
the  short  telegram  that  waa  anoonnced  in 
Portland  prior  to  the  starting  of  the  Sierra 
Nevada.  We  are  alwaya  dubious  of  the  tele- 
grams that  arrive  just  before  the  steamer 
leaves ;  and  however  possible,  or  even  pro- 
bable tbe  fall  of  the  Southern  capital  may  be, 
it  would  be  as  well  that  the  statement  should 
be  taken  with  some  degree  of  allowance.  Ac 
cording  to  the  regular  despatches  a  severe  en- 
gagement had  taken  plane  between  a  portion 
of  Grant  and  Lee's  |forces,  a  little  distance 
from  Richmond.  The  Confederates,  by  a 
sudden  attack,  gained  possession  of  a  Fort 
in  a  commanding  position  on  the  Federal  line, 
and  turned  the  guns,  on  tbe  Federal  troops. 
Emboldened  by  this  sucoess,  they  at- 
tacked a  second  work  called  Fort  Haskell 
Here,  however,  the  Federals  were  more  on  the 
alert,  and  the  Southern  foroes  were  repulsed 
with  heavy  loss.  The  fort  in  the  posses 
of  the  Confederates  was  then  assaulted  by  tbe 
Federals,  but  it  was  not  until  after  several 
attempts  bad  been  made  that  the  Northern 
troops  were  successful.  Tbe  plaee  was  ulti- 
mately taken,  and  with  it  2,500  prisoners. 
Grant  puts  down  the  total  losses  of  the  Cort~ 
federates  in  this  engagement,  or  rather  seriea 
of  engagements,  at  3,000,  and  his  own  at  800 
It  is  just  possible  that  this  important  collision 
may  have  led  to  a  general  battle,  resulting  in 
the  rather  startling  denonement  announced  by 
yesterday's  steamer,  and  that  Grant,  after 
cooping  up  the  Southern  army  for  the  best 
part  of  a  year  behind  the  walls  and  breast- 
works of  Richmond,  had  at  length  achieved 
the  great  object  of  Northern  ambition— the 
capture  of  the  Southern  capital.  A  few  days 
will  decide  the  truth  or  falsity  ol  the  state- 
ment ;  m  the  meantime,  however,  tbe  posi- 
tion of  tbe  Sooth,  whether  we  look  at  in  a 
military,  financial  or  social  light,  is  becoming 
more  and  more  untenable.

REBEL  ACCOUNT  OF  THE  FIGHT  AT 
BENTONVILLE. 

City  Poiirr,  March  23  —  Te  Seoietary 
Stanton :  Richmond  papers  received  contain 
the  following  report  : 

To  the  Dispatch :  Hardee's  victory  on  the 
I6tb  was  a  very  important  and  bloody  affair. 
Johnston  telegraphed  tbat  in  that  battle  the 
Confederates  lost  450,  and  tba*oemy  (Fed* 
erals)  3,300.  The  fight  took  place  at  Overys 
boro,  on  the  Cape  Fear  river,  half-way  be- 
tween Raleigh  aad  Fayetteville.  Johnston's 
defeat  ot  the  enemy  last  Sunday  took  place 
at  Bentonville.

The  Raleigh  Confederacy  of  the  21st  says: 
In  (he  affair  which  occurred  a  few  days  ago 
between  Hardee  and  Sherman,  we  repulsed 
five  assaulta  on  our  lines,  and  held  oor  posi- 
tion uutil  our  object  was  effected.  Tbey  losl 
two  guns  because  the  horses  were  killed. 
Our  loss  waa  400  killed  and  wounded  ;  enc 
my's,  4,000. 

DISPATCH  FROM  GEN.  8CHOFIELD. 

Goldsbobo,  N.  C,  March  21—1  have  the 
honor  to  report  that  I  occupied  Goldsboro 
tbie  evening  with  but  alight  opposition.  Gen. 
Terry's  column  from  Wilmington  wes  at 
Fairson's  depot  last  night  and  should  be  near 
this  place  to-night.  Sherman's  left  was  en- 
gaged with  the  enemy  near  Bentonville  on 
Sunday.  Artillery  firing  waa  quite  rapid 
during  the  day  and  for  a  short  time  on  Mon- 
dav  morniog.  ■  

Sherman's  right,  the  I7th  corps,  was  near 
Mouat  Olive  on  Sunday  night.  There  has 
been  some  artillery  firing  to-day,  which  indi- 
cates the  gradual  approach  of  Sherman's 
army  towards  this  place.  All  this  being 
strictly  in  aeoordanoe  with  his  plans,  I  have 
no  doubt  all  is  well.  I  hope  to  have  more 
and  later  intelligence  from  Sherman  very 
soon,  which  I  will  forward  to  you  without 
delay.  I  find  the  bridge  bnrned  but  other- 
wise the  road  is  not  injured  and  the  depot 
facilities  very  fine.  I  captured  here  seven 
oars.  General  Terry  has  captured  two  loco* 
motives  and  two  cars  which  he  is  now  using.

BATTLE  BBFOEE  BICHMONO. 

Citt  Poikt,  March  23,  10.30  a.m.— The 
following  despatch  of  General  Parke  baa  been 
received  from  General  Meade,  signed  by 
General  Grant : 

The  enemy  attacked  my  front  at  about 
4.30  a.m.,  with  three  divisions  under  the 
oommand  of  General  Gordon.  By  a  sodden 
rush  they  seized  the  line  held  by  the  third 
brigade  at  the  foot  or  the  hill  to  the  right  of 
General  Steadman,  and,  overpowering  the 
garriaon,  took  the  Fort.  They  established 
themselves  upon  ths  hill  and  turned  the  guns 
of  the  Fort  upon  us.  Our  troops  on  either 
flank  stood  Irm.  Afterwards  a  determined 
attack  was  made  upon  Fort  Haskell,  wbieb 
was  checked  by  a  part  of  MeLanghlin's  bri- 
gade, with  great  loss  to  the  enemy.  The  first 
brigade  of  Hartauff's  division  in  the  reserve 
was  brought  up  and  a  eheck  given  to  the 
enemy's  further  advance.  One  or  two  at- 
tempts were  made  to  rotake  the  bill,  but 
were  only  temporarily  sncces-tul,  until  the 
arrival  of  the  .second  brigade,  when  a  charge 
was  made  by  the  troops  of  the  first  division 
on  their  flank,  and  the  enemy  were  driven  out 
with  the  loss  of  a  number  of  prisoners,  esti- 
mated at  sixteen  hundred.  Two  battle- 
flags  have  been  brought  in.  The  enemy  lost 
heavily  in  killed.  The  whole  line  was  im- 
mediately recrossed  and  guns  retaken.  I 
regret  to  add  that  General  McLaughlin  waa 
Captured  in  Fort  Steadman.  Onr  lose  is 
otherwise  not  heavy.  Great  praise  is  due  to 
General  Hartauff  for  the  gallantry  he  dis- 
played in  handling  hia  division  with  skill  on 
his  first  engagement.

FURTHER  ACCOUNTS  OF  THE  BATTLE 
OF  NOBTH  CAROLINA. 

New  Yobk,  March  26.— The  Times'  spe- 
cial dispatch  says  :  The  engagements  on  tbe 
lflth  between  the  enemy  and  one  division  of 
Sherman's  army,  were  of  a  very  significant 
character.  It  is  thought  that  it  waa  John- 
son's design  to  concentrate  all  the  forces  of 
Bragg  and  Hardee  against  one  or  tbe  other 
ol  Sherman's  wings,  in  the  hope  of  o  rushing 
them  before  Sohofield's  column  would  have 
effected  its  junction  with  either  force. 

FURTHER  ACCOUNTS  OF  THE  COMBINED 
ARMIES  OF  TERRY,  8CHOFIKLD, 
AND  SHERMAN. 

The  Times'  speoial  of  the  25th  says:  Lieut. 
Morgan,  an  esoaped  Union  prisoner,  lef  t 
Fayetteville  on  the  16th,  the  first  day  of  tbe 
reported  battle,  at  whiob  time  Sherman's  army 
was  orotsing  Cape  Fear  river  and  moving.  A 
skirmish  occurred  on  the  I6ib  between  tbe 
second  division  of  tbe  Fourteenth  Corps  and 
a  small  body  of  rebels. 

Fortress  Monroe,  Maroh  25  Tbe  fol- 
lowing, from  Newborn,  baa  reached  here  via 
Albemarle  Canal !  Schofield's  forces,  which 
moved  ont  from  Kingston,  entered  Golds- 
boro on  the  21st,  meeting  little  resistance, 
and  capturing  a  large  amount  of  stores,  in- 
cluding forty  railway  oars,  two  locomotives; 
guns,  etc.  A  portion  of  Sherman's  (oree, 
which  moved  from  Fayetteville,  met  the 
enemy  on  the  21st  at  Mount  Olive,  where 
quite  a  large  engagement  ensued. 

The  enemy  was  overpowered  and  flanked, 
and  retreated  in  confusion  towards  Ralei/rh, 
while  Sherman  entered  Smithfield,  half-way 
between  Goldsboro  and  Raleigh.  Sherman, 
Sohofield  and  Terry  are  in  hourly  communi- 
cation with  each  other,  and  are  pressing  ths 
enemy  closely.  Tbe  prisoners  taken  admit 
that  Raleigh  must  fall.  Sherman's  wagon 
train  bad  arrived  at  Kinston.  Tbe  railroad 
and  bridges  will  be  repaired,  so  tbat  tbe  cars 
will  run  from  Goldsboro  aod  Raloigh  to 
Newborn,  in  a  few  days.  The  utmost  enthu- 
siasm prevails  in  the  army,  and  they  are 
sweeping  all  before  them.  Terry's  forcss 
captured  a  number  ol  cars  at  Forstown,  and 
ths  depot  near  Goldsboro. 

A  dispatch  from  Newborn,  N.  C,  of  the 
21st,  says  ;  Parlios  from  tbe  front  state  that 
cannonading  was  beard  all  day  Sunday,  and 
there  were  indications  of  an  engagement  al 
Goldsboro  between  Sherman  and  the  enemy. 
It  was  reported  at  headquarters  tbat  a  brigade 
of  the  enemy,  with  artillery,  on  that  day 
were  endeavoring  to  ont  their  way  to  the 
outer  lines,  and  deliver  themselves  up,  and 
tbe  cannonading  might  be  a  conflict  between 
themselves. 

Great  qnantities  of  supplies  hare  gone  for- 
ward to  Sherman.  A  rebel  officer  says  that 
Sherman  is  executing  a  two-fold  move,  eaoh 
of  which  will  bring  forth  great  results  if  suc- 
cessful, of  which  there  is  not  muoh  doobt.

tbat  ths  fighting  commenced  on  the  15th  at 
noon  and  continued  briskly  until  night.  On 
Thursday  morning  the  battle  commenced 
furieusly  and  raged  all  day.  Hardee  with 
ebout  half  of  his  oorps,  was  enticed  between 
Black  creek  aad  Cape  Fear  river,  at  no  great 
distance  from  tbe  confluence  of  these  streams, 
but  at  a  point  higher  np  than  tbat  at  which 
the  enemy  crossed  the  former  stream.  Here 
he  was  attacked  by  a  corps  of  Sherman's  ve- 
terans. Our  works  were  charged  three  times, 
and  eaoh  charge  resulted  in  great  slaughter. 
We  do  not  understand  the  position  of  Bragf , 
but  we  are  informed  that  his  troops  weie 
driven  baok,  which  made  it  necessary  for 
Hardee  to  fall  back  to  prevent  being  flanked. 
REAR  ATTACK  ON  MOBILE. 
New  Oblbans,  March  18th— The  grand 
movement  agaiost  Mobile  is  commenced  by 
General  Beaton,  Third  Division,  13th  Corp,, 
and  Colonel  Bertram,  1st  Brigade,  2nd  corpi. 
General  Vioks  and  Stokes  brigades  are  uuso 
moving  in  tbe  direction  of  Bouncy. 

GEN.  LEE'S  VIEW8  ON  THE  WAR.  * 
N«w  Yoai,  Maroh  25— Among  witnesses 
before  the  rebel  Senate  Committee  to  inquire 
into  tbe  condition  of  the  Confederacy,  was 
General  Lee.  He  said  it  would  be  bad  policy 
evacuating  Richmond,  as  the  Virgioia  troops 
would  not  go  into  the  State  of  North  Caro- 
lina. They  bad  net  got  troops  to  last  until 
summer.  If  tbe  war  was  to  be  carried  on, 
tbe  least  of  the  evils  would  be  to  arm  200,000 
negroes,  but  tbat  tbey  should  be  free,  it 
would  depend  on  circumstances  whether  they 
would  suooeed  by  arming  slaves,  but  they 
eould  at  least  carry  on  tbe  war  another  year. 
We  can't  carry  the  war  through  another  cum* 
palgn  ;  I  think  the  best  policy  is  to  make 
peace  on  the  plan  proposed  by  Stephens.  Tbe 
people  and  the  oountry  ought  to  be  aaved 
further  sacrifices.  To  an  inquiry  if  peace  be 
not  made  before  spring,  whether  he  would 
take  command  of  the  armies  with  unlimited 
power,  he  said  he  would  take  any  position  to 
which  his  country  called  him,  but  did  not 
think  be  eonld  save  the  cause  now,  and  that 
no  human  power  could  save  it.

The  note  has  never  been  paid, 
nor  has  be  any  assurance  that  it  ever  will  be, 
except  Mr.  O'Byrne'K  promise.  In  auswer  to 
a  question  by  defendant,  witness  stated  that 
Mr,  O'Byrne  bad  deposited  with  him  an 
article  of  value  worth  seventy-f  ve  dollars  as 
security,  which  be  (witness)  still  retains. 

D.  F.  Moses,  Bworn — Kuew  O'Byrne  two 
years  ago  in  Victoria,  where  he  represented 
bimselfas  an  Englishman,  and  was  received 
by  the  authoiities  as  such.  Witness  waa 
under  the  impression  that  he  was  in  sympa- 
thy with  the  South,  but  could  not  say  posi- 
tively. On  bis  arrival  there,  O'Byrne  repre- 
sented himself  as  a  correspondent  of  the 
London  Times,  and  was  at  first  held  in  favor- 
able estimation,  though  subsequently  be  be- 
came less  popular.  Witness  was  positive 
tbat  O'Byrne  was  regarded  as  an  Englishman 
by  tbe  authorities  of  Victoria. 

Henry  Andrews  sworn — Was  employed  in 
the  AUa  office  during;  O' Byrne's  connection 
with  that  paper.  Do  not  recollect  hearing 
bim  express  himself  with  regard  to  onr  na- 
tional difficulties.  Was  under  tbe  impressiou 
tbat  be  was  in  sympathy  with  tho  rebellion. 
Tbe  ground  of  my  impression  was  that  he 
wonld  not  vote,  as  he  was  not  a  oitizen. 

Board  adjourned  until  eleven  o'clock  this 
morning.

The  Morning  Post  was  oast  in  an  action 
for  libel  on  February  10th,  and  was  awarded 
to  pay  £1000  damages  to  tbe  plaint  ill.

Our  correspondent,  recurring  te  the  alleged 
oession  of  Mexican  provinces  to  France, 
statec  tbat  tbe  governmental  denial  of  the 
tact  receives  foil  credit  in  Paris,  on  tbe 
ground  tbat  its  interests  are  beet  served  by 
speaking  tbe  trnth  in  the  present  lnstanoe. 
It  ia  pointed  out  that  the  iransaotioo  would 
be  ae  manifestly,  injurious  to  France,  by 
bringing  ber  into  a  position  of  difficulty, 
danger,  and  expense,  without  any  equivalent, 
whatever,  that  it  is  absurd  to  suppose  such 
a  step  baa  been  taken.

PRUSSIA 


The  issue  of  the  conflict  in  Prussia  is  still 
anoertain.  The  King,  it  is  aaid,  is  so  irri- 
tated by  the  demeanour  of  Austria  that  be  is 
half  disposed  to  compromise  with  bis  Parlia- 
ment, and  baa  invited  Heir  Grabow  to  court. 
Herr  Grabow  went,  aod  was  courteously  re- 
ceived, but  aeoepled  a  fow  days  after  a  civic 
crown  offered  him  by  tbe  city  of  Cologne  for 
hie  firm  resistance  to  tbe  King's  Government. 
On  tbe  other  hand,  according  to  the  latest 
telegrams,  the  King  has  resolved  to  adhere  to 
his  military  programme,  and  tbe  Chamber  is 
equally  resolved  not  to  aocept  it,  aod  recon- 
ciliation is,  therefore,  regarded  as  im- 
possible."  All  this  while  Herr  Von  Bis- 
marck is  promising  to  ask  for  nine  millions 
sterling  wherewith  to  build  a  fleet,  u  sum 
which  he  certainly  cannot  get  without  tbe 
Chamber.  He  probably  trusts  to  tbe  desire 
of  all  northern  Germany  for  a  navy  to  ooeroe 
Ibe  Chamber — but  tbat  desire  may  operate 
iu  another  way.  Tbe  Chamber  may  refuse 
tbe  grant,  and  tbe  discredit  of  delaying  the 
navy  attach  to  the  Government  instead  ot  to 
the  Chambers.  When  tbe  Peers  in  1789 
proposed  to  cheapen  bread,  the  Tiers  Etat.

Article  1.  Tbe  Empire  protects  tbe 
Catholic  Apostolical  Roman  Church  as  the 
religion  of  State. 

Article  2.  Free  and  ample  lolerarion  is 
extended  throughout  the  territory  of  tbe 
Empire  to  all  religions  which  are  not  opposed 
to  civilization  and  good  habits.  The  estab- 
lishment of  a  new  religion  will,  however,  re- 
quire authorisation  by  the  Government. 

Article  3.  As  circumstances  may  require, 
instructions  will  be  issued  to  tbe  police  re- 
garding tbe  exercise  of  religion. 

Article  4.  Tbe  Council  of  State  shall  be 
informed  ef  any  abuses  committed  by  the 
local  authorities  agaiost  tbe  exercise  of  other 
religions,  and  against  tbe  liberty  wbioh  the 
laws  guarantee  to  their  ministers. 

Tbis  decree  shall  be  deposited  in  Ibe 
arebives  of  tho  Empire,  and  published  in  the 
official  journals. 

Given  in  the  Palace  of  Mexico,  2Gth  of 
January,  1865.  Maximilian.

JAPAN. 


Alleged    Federal  Rb- 

cbuith  fob  A mb rica— A  number  of  Welsh 
miners  from  Mcrthyr  Tydvil  and  other  locali- 
ties iu  North  and  South  Wales,  sailed  on 
Wednesday  from  Liverpool  to  New  Tork,  in 
the  In  man  steamer  City  of  Boston.  Having 
very  good  reason  for  believing  tbat  tbo  sim- 
ple Welshmen  bad  been  entrapped  by  Feder- 
al recruiting  agents,  the  local  police  institu- 
ted inquiries  amongst  the  miners,  bnt  tbey 
were  unable  to  elicit  any  information  which 
wonld  justify  them  in  interfering  with  the 
departure  of  tbe  steamer.  There  is,  however, 
very  little  doubt  but  tbat  the  men  have  been 
engaged  for  raining  operations  of  a  eharaoter 
tbe  reverse  or  peaceful,  and  tbat  on  arriving 
at  New  York  tbey  will  be  treated  like  the 
passengers  of  the  ship  Great  Western, 
which  sailed  from  Liverpool  a  few  months 
ego. 

Telegraphic  communication  between  Uag- 
dad  and  Calcutta  was  opened  oa  29th  Janu- 
ary. As  the  communication  between  Bag- 
dad and  Constantinople  is  complete,  all  India 
is  now  in  oommunisatioo  with  all  Europe. 

The  Sheffield  deteotivea  have  snooecaed, 
during  tbe  last  few  days,  in  breaking  us  a 
gang  of  garotters  and  burglars,  wbe  have 
committed  several  daung  outrages  in  that 
town.  On  Saturday,  two  men  were  brought 
before  tbe  bench,  on  a  charge  of  committing 
the  dating  outrage  on  Mr.  Burnby,  ooal  agent 
to  Karl  Fitzwtllinm,  which  was  of  auoh  an 
utrooious  character  aa  to  excite  a  general 
terror  in  the  public  mind. 

Feabfcl  Collibby  Accident.— On  Thurs- 
day, six  men  went  to  work  in  Ne.  10  pit,  at 
the  Salt  Welle  Colliery,  Dudley,  belonging 
to  the  Earl  of  Dudley.  Shortly  afterwards 
the  butty  passing  beard  groans  from  tbe  part 
of  ihe  pit  where  the  men  were  working,  and 
gave  an  alarm.  Assislanee  was  prooured, 
and  on  going  dawn  tbe  pil  it  waa  found  that 
a  large  mass  ot  coal  had  fallen,  so  large  that 
the  bodies  were  not  reoovered  till  late  on 
Thursday  evening,  when  the  only  means  of 
identifying  the  men  was  by  tbeir  clothes,  so 
shockingly  were  they  mutilated. 

Tbb  Rafpahannocb.— The  trial  of  Mr. 
Rumble  for  an  alleged  breach  of  tbe  Foreign 
Enlistment  Act,  waa  brought  to  a  close  on 
Saturday.  Tbe  jury  returned  a  verdict  of 
"  Not  Guilty,"  which  was  received  with  lend 
cheers  in  the  oouit. 

HOME 

The  Oiornale  di  Roma  of  to-day  (9th), 
contradicts  the  statement  that  the  represen- 
tatives of  the  Holy  See  in  foreign  countries 
have  given,  by  order  from  Rome,  any  expla- 
nations or  commentaries  upon  the  Ency- 
clical. 


We  learn  by  telegram  from  Shaoghai  of 
Deo.  26,  that  two  Japanese  have  been  execu- 
ted for  the  murder  of  Major  Baldwin  and 
Lieutenant  Bird.  This  act  of  iustioe  has 
bad  unfortunately  no  deterring  influence  over 
tbe  natives,  for  two  Frenoh  sailors  have  since 
been  murdered.  Tbe  political  aspeot  of  af- 
fairs is  very  unsatisfactory  ;  tbo  Mikado  Is 
reported  to  have  repudiated  the  late  conven- 
tion, aud  Prince  Nagato  baa  commenced  re- 
building tbe  batteries  in  the  Straits  ot  Simo- 
uosaki.  Under  these  circumstances,  the 
British  forces  are  still  kept  in  the  Bay  of 
Jeddo.   

NEW  ZEALAND.

Mclkousns,  Deo.  24— Advices  from  New 
Zealand  announce  that  Sir  George  Grey  has 
accepted  the  resignation  of  tbe  Fox  Ministry. 
A  new  Cabinet  has  been  formed  under  Mr. 
Wewl  (?)  It  is  said  to  intend  removing  tbe 
seat  of  Government  lo  Wellington. 

Tbe  Government  has  annouooed  that 
prompt  steps  will  soon  bo  taken  to  put  down 
the  native  rebellion.  

SPAIN.
